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INTER- 
NATIONAL 
FESTIVAL 

The  International  Festival  consti- 
tutes a  vehicle  of  expression  that  sim- 
ply has  no  parallel,  both  in  terms  of  the 
exposure  it  provides  the  studnets  with 
regards  to  the  cultures  and  normative 
patterns  and  customs  of  people 
abroad,  as  well  as  in  terms  of  estab- 
lishing a  more  acute  international 
awareness  on  campus.  The  Festival 
thus  provided  the  internatinal  students 
with  an  ideal  opportunity  to  express 
their  innate  creativity  while  enabling 
Americans  —  students,  staff,  faculty, 
and  townspeople  —  to  truly  perceive 
the  tremendous  diversity  and  the  vivid 
color  the  internationals  bring  to  the 
campus. 

Budgetary  constraints  did  indeed  re- 
strict the  size  and  the  scale  of  the  Fes- 
tival. Hence,  programming  efforts  were 
directed  towards  optimizing  the  finer 
nuances  of  the  various  cultures  and  the 
more  obscure  intricacies  of  their  socio- 
economic backgrounds.  The  booths 
that  were  put  up  sought  to  highlight  the 
images  that  were  in  keeping  with  the 
general  perceptions  and  impressions 
the  average  student  possessed.  At  the 
same  time,  Italian  spaghetti,  the  Mystic 
Indian  palm  reader,  the  German  waltz, 
and  the  Mexican  taco  spread  were  cer- 
tainly not  the  focus  of  the  event.  Calli- 
graphic representations,  photographs, 
and  the  free  exchange  of  personal  ex- 
periences and  memories  provided  the 
interactive  base  that  was  enhanced 
and  magically  developed  by  the  novel- 
ty of  traditional  ethnic  costumes,  jewel- 
ry, dances,  story-telling,  and  exotic 
food  and  drink  items. 

Certainly,  the  Festival  represented 
the  fusion  of  the  general  perception 
with  the  wonders  and  the  fantastic  im- 
agery of  the  Orient  and  coalesced  with 
the  more  restrained  overtones  of  the 
Classical  West  and  the  mesmerizing 
saga  that  seemed  to  echo  the  hopes 
and  aspirations  of  people  everywhere.

Living  off-campus  is  considered  In 
the  real  world.  At  many  universities  the 
majority  of  students  choose  to  live  off- 
campus.  Apartment  living  usually 
means  independent  living.  However, 
here  at  Davidson,  not  everyone  has 
chosen  this  independent  way  of  life. 
The  closeness  of  hall  living  is  very  ap- 
pealing here.  Yet,  due  to  the  increase 
in  the  student  body  this  year,  many 
more  students  were  sent  to  the  real 
estate  pages  to  find  housing.

When  Saddam  Hussein  ignored  the 
January  15th  UN  deadline  for  with- 
draw! from  Kuwait,  America  and  her 
Allied  Nations  entered  into  war  with  the 
Iraqi  troops  to  force  a  withdrawl.  At  7 
p.m.  on  January  16th,  the  Davidson 
campus  came  to  a  stop.  We  were  at 
war.  Students  crowded  around  televi- 
sions and  didn't  move.  Computers 
were  left  on,  papers  were  forgotten, 
and  books  were  left  unread  all  night. 
The  major  networks  had  continual  live 
coverage  in  the  Gulf  for  the  next  24 
hours.  Where  Vietnam  was  "the  living 
room  war,"  this  had  been  coined  "the 
everywhere  war." 

Businesses  and  stores  had  televi- 
sions on  constantly,  and  even  David- 
son responded  to  the  need  for  informa- 
tion. The  furniture  in  the  T.V.  Lounge 
was  rearranged  for  maximum  viewing, 
and  those  breaking  for  meals  could  get 
information  on  new  developments  from 
a  television  in  the  Vail  Commons. 

As  the  T.V.  coverage  slowed  down, 
the  emotions  and  opinions  on  the  sub- 
ject rose  like  a  bonfire.  Dorm  rooms 
became  hotbeds  for  political  discus- 
sions. There  were  many  different  opin- 
ions on  the  state  of  the  crisis  and  the 
reasons  for  it.  Some  advocated  that  we 
were  there  solely  for  the  oil,  while  oth- 
ers saw  moral  imperatives  in  the  sun- 
dry reasons  we  had  entered  into  com- 
bat.

But  conservatives  and  liberals  alike 
wanted  peace.  Prayer  vigils  were  held 
by  different  groups  all  over  campus. 
DCPC  held  a  24  hour  peace  vigil,  and 
students,  teachers,  and  members  of 
the  community  gathered  to  pray  to- 
gether. No  matter  what  students 
thought  about  why  we  were  in  the  Gulf, 
if  we  should  stay,  and  what  we  should 
do,  they  all  prayed  for  peace.

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The  biggest  development  in  The  Davidson  College  Athleti^Department  was  the  arrival  of  Athletic 
DIrecter  Terry  Holland.  Holland,  a  graduate  of  Davidson,  waSlwooed  by  his  alma  mater  away  from  the 
University  of  Virginia  where  he  served  as  head  baslotball  coach.  Holland  addressed  Davidson's 
athletes  upon  arrival  promising  that  Davidson  would  build  a  strong  athletic  department  and  encour- 
aged all  to  strive  for  nothing  less  than  the  best. 

The  Baker  Sports  Complex  was  made  fully  operational  this  fall.  This  helped  varsity  athletes  who 
_gnjoyed  bigger  and  better  facilities  as  well  as  the  entire  student  body  who  now  have  access  to  several 
racquetball  and  squash  courts,  a  weightroom,  more  gym  space,  the  Knobloch  Indoor  Tennis  Center, 
and  a  beautiful  natatorium.

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Club  sports  are  an  important  part  of  athletics  at  Davidson.  Davidson  maintains  club  teams  in  several 
different  sports,  which  gives  more  students  an  opportunity  to  complete  in  intercollegiate  athletics.  In 
addition  to  the  chance  to  compete,  students  have  many  reasons  for  joining  club  sports.  For  some  it  is  a 
way  to  continue  a  sport  which  they  have  played  in  high  school  without  the  pressures  associated  with 
being  a  varsity  athlete.  With  others,  club  teams  are  a  place  where  they  can  learn  a  new  sport.  Some 
students  even  use  club  sports  as  a  stepping  stone  to  a  varsity  team. 

Davidson  offers  a  wide  variety  of  club  teams.  Club  competition  includes  tennis,  rugby,  lacrosse, 
soccer,  swimming,  waterskiing,  and  sailing.

And  so  it 
was  for  the  Davidson  College  football  team  —  The  Fighting  Wildcats,  1990.  With  the  return  of  Head 
Coach  Dave  Fagg,  the  Wildcats  posted  a  6-3  record.  The  team  dropped  its  first  contest  to  the 
University  of  the  South,  but  they  then  went  on  to  win  three  straight.  The  Fighting  Wildcats  proved  their 
mettle  in  the  third  win  against  Emory  and  Henry.  In  that  game  they  came  from  behind  to  win  on  a  fourth 
quarter  touchdown  pass  by  freshman  quarterback  Richard  Howell.  The  Cats  also  treated  an  enthusi- 
astic crowd  to  Davidson's  first  Homecoming  win  since  1981.  In  a  strong  team  effort  they  dominated 
Methodist  by  a  score  of  49-7. 

The  1990  squad  had  an  outstanding  combination  of  youth  and  experience.  Coach  Fagg  stated, 
"Our  seniors  gave  us  outstanding  leadership  .  .  .  They  laid  the  groundwork  for  a  program  which  has  a 
chance  to  win."

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The  Wildcat  Volleyball  team  made  its  presence  known  in  its  first  year  of  participation  in  the  Big  South 
Athletic  conference,  posting  an  8-2  conference  record  and  placing  second  in  the  Big  South  Tourna- 
ment. Mimi  Plauche  and  Holt  Hathoway  received  All-Conference  honors.  But  this  is  only  part  of  the 
story. 

The  Cats  had  everything  going  for  them.  A  stong  freshman  class  balanced  well  with  seven  returning 
players.  Playing  for  the  first  time  in  the  Baker  Sports  complex  offered  the  team  a  larger  audience  and  a 
positive  attitude. 

With  everything  falling  into  place,  the  Wildcats  found  themselves  with  a  10-0  record  before  they 
knew  it.  The  team  worked  together  to  keep  the  momentum  going  and  posted  a  final  31-6  record,  a 
school  record  for  most  wins  in  any  fall  sport.  This  incredible  dominance  won't  be  ending  any  time  soon, 
since  the  Cats  won't  lose  anyone  to  graduation.  With  everyone  returning,  who  knows  how  far  they 
could  go.

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It  was  a  "Hell  September!,"  said  Liz  Clarke,  who  was  voted  the  most  valuable  player  for  the  Lady 
Wildcats  in  1990.  And  freshman  starter  Jenny  Satterfield  agreed  with  her:  "Our  schedule  was  really 
rough  in  September  and  everybody  was  getting  down,  but  we  did  a  lot  better  once  we  started  playing 
teams  that  were  on  our  level." 

Indeed,  the  last  half  of  the  season  was  much  better  than  the  first.  Due  to  their  incredibly  difficult 
schedule  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  (playing  teams  such  as  nationally  ranked  Duke,  William  and 
Mary,  Radford,  and  UNC  —  Greensboro),  the  Wildcats  went  into  October  having  not  won  a  game.  But 
their  hard  work  finally  paid  off  when,  in  the  first  week  of  October,  they  knocked  off  Jesuit  College  in  the 
WAGS  Tournament.  Lindsey  Forsythe  (the  Wildcat's  leading  scorer  this  year  with  1 1  goals),  along  with 
Liz  Clarke,  B'easy  Helms,  and  several  freshmen  standouts,  brought  the  team  back  from  an  almost 
hopeless  beginning  to  a  respectable  final  record  of  7-10-1.

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The  1990  Men's  Soccer  team  finished  the  season  with  one  of  the  most  impressive  and  successful 
records  in  the  history  of  Davidson  soccer.  With  a  final  record  of  15-7-1,  they  tackled  many  of  the  best 
soccer  programs  in  the  NCAA  Division  I  and  II,  Several  of  the  men's  most  memorable  wins  were 
against  top  20  teams.  The  Wildcats  beat  Duke  on  their  home  territory  2  to  1,  They  also  defeated  the 
Gamecocks  away  at  the  University  of  South  Carolina,  2  to  1,  Here  at  Davidson  they  beat  big  teams 
including  South  Alabama,  the  College  of  Charleston,  and  the  University  of  North  Carolina  —  Greens- 
boro, who  was  ranked  number  1  in  Division  II,  and  many  more. 

These,  as  well  as  other  victories  earned  the  Wildcats  a  Top  20  national  ranking.  They  also  made  it  to 
the  finals  of  the  Big  South  Tournament  after  defeating  Radford  University  in  the  semi-finals.  Their  final 
match  with  Coastal  Carolina  was  very  close,  but  unfortunately  the  Cats  wound  up  as  the  Runner-up  for 
the  Conference,  With  these  accomplishments  under  his  hat.  Coach  Slagle  was  presented  the  Regional 
coach  of  the  year  award. 

Under  the  leadership  o(  Coach  Charlie  Slagle,  Captains  Scott  Zucker  and  Ross  Saldarini,  and  senior 
Peter  Cobb,  the  Cats  welcomed  back  8  starters.  Many  freshmen  joined  the  team,  providing  enough 
players  for  a  Junior  Varsity  team  to  get  started,  Peter  Cobb  reflects  on  the  season:  "After  playing  Duke 
away  and  coming  from  behind  to  beat  them,  we  realized  that  we 
were  really  going  to  do  something  this  season,"  Scott  Zucker 
claims,  "It  was  the  most  rewarding  and  fulfilling  three  months 
of  my  life."

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The  1990-91  basketball  season  was  a  season  of  renewal.  After  a  disappointing  4-win  season  last 
year,  Head  Coach  Bob  Mckillop  brought  seven  new  players  into  the  program.  This  youth  sparked 
several  wins  for  the  Cats.  Senior  co-captain  Darry  Strickland,  Juniors  Paul  Denmond  and  Paul 
Drobnitch,  and  Sophonnore  Detlef  Musch  added  experienced  play  in  big  games.  Denmond  scored  a 
season  high  34  points  against  Central  Conneticut,  hitting  an  amazing  20  of  24  free  throw  attempts. 
Freshman  guard  Jason  Zimmerman  led  the  team  in  scoring. 

In  its  first  year  of  Big  South  competition,  the  Fighting  Wildcats  were  6-8  for  the  regular  season  (10-19 
overall),  which  earned  them  a  fourth  seed  rating  in  the  tournament.  After  beating  Winthrop  to  reach  the 
semifinals,  the  Cats  lost  a  close  battle  to  eventual  champion  Coastal  Carolina  by  a  score  of  58-55. 

The  new  blood  in  the  line-up  was  a  big  factor  in  this  turnaround.  At  times  three  or  four  freshmen  were 
in  the  starting  line-up.  Zimmerman  was  nationally  ranked  for  his  free  throw  shooting.  Pat  Holloway 
displayed  amazing  moves  with  the  ball.  James  Marsh  offered  muscle  for  the  inside  game.  Yanko  Narat 
provided  consistent  play  in  all  aspects  of  the  game,  doing  everything  from  pulling  down  rebounds  to 
sinking  3  pointers. 

The  team's  improvement  should  continue  over  the  next  several  years  as  these  already  strong  players 
improve  and  mature.  But  for  now,  the  team  can  feel  proud  that  they  have  made  their  presence  known 
in  the  Big  South  Conference.

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The  1990-91  wrestling  team  has  been  one  of  the  strongest  squads  in  recent  years.  The  Wildcats  are 
more  talented  than  they  have  been  in  the  past,  and  they  also  have  one  of  the  largest  teams  the 
program  has  ever  assembled.  Coach  Tom  Oddo  credits  a  strong  freshman  class  with  much  of  this 
improvement.  He  states,  "This  is  the  first  year  that  we  have  any  significant  depth  on  the  team.  It  has 
improved  competition  within  the  team  as  well  as  making  us  more  competitive  with  other  schools." 

Although  the  team  is  inexperienced,  with  freshmen  filling  six  out  of  ten  weight  classes,  it  has  been 
competitive.  The  team  is  led  by  it's  senior  tri-captains  Joe  Binns,  Eric  Farmer  and  Dylan  Glenn.  With 
this  combination  of  experience  and  youth,  the  Wildcats  managed  to  place  second  in  the  Washington 
and  Lee  tournament.  Eight  out  of  nine  Davidson  wrestlers  placed  in  the  tournament.  The  second  place 
finish  is  even  more  impressive  since  the  Wildcats  had  placed  last  at  Washington  and  Lee  the  year 
before.

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The  Davidson  men's  tennis  team  had  an  up  and  down  year.  The  Cat's  went  undefeated  in  the  fall 
compiling  a  6-0  record.  Unfortunately,  Davidson  opened  its  spring  schedule  with  three  ACC  teams  and 
two  top  twenty  teams.  The  team  did  not  achieve  their  first  victory  until  the  seventh  match  of  the 
season.  This  opening  of  the  season  did  not  bode  well  for  the  Wildcats  as  they  looked  forward  to  their 
inaugural  Big  South  campaign. 

Davidson's  fall  season  was  perfect  not  only  in  record.  The  Wildcats  had  few  injuries  and  got  good 
play  out  of  the  expected  team  leaders.  Senior  Kurtis  Zabell  dominated  in  both  doubles  and  singles 
throughout  the  fall.  Zabell,  like  the  team,  was  undefeated. 

"Kurtis  just  played  great  tennis  this  fall,"  said  coach  Jeff  Frank.  "He  played  with  poise  and 
confidence  on  the  court  in  every  match." 

Zabell,  the  team's  only  senior,  led  the  way  for  a  strong  underclass  lineup.  Junior  David  Jespersen 
returned  to  the  team  and  quickly  played  into  the  number  two  slot.  The  team  was  led  on  the  court  by 
sophomore  Albie  Varoski.  Varoski,  who  gained  experience  at  the  number  two  slot  last  year,  moved  up 
to  number  one  this  year.  Varoski  was  representative  of  the  team's  youth.  Rounding  out  the  starting 
lineup  were  juniors  Joey  Manibo,  John  Beyer,  Dale  Voeks,  and  freshmen  Russell  Briggs  and  Ryan 
Harper.

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The  1 99 1  Women's  Tennis  Team  had  a  very  successful  year.  The  addition  of  scholarships  for  female 
athletes  had  a  significant  impact  on  the  team's  performance.  With  the  two  scholarships  allotted  to  the 
team,  they  were  able  to  bring  in  two  outstanding  freshman  who  immediately  showed  their  talents  by 
rising  straight  to  the  top.  The  impact  of  this  year's  freshman  class  can  be  seen  in  that  four  of  the  top  six 
positions  were  filled  by  women  from  the  class  of  1994.  Senior  co-captain  Tina  Laidlaw  stated,  "  The 
addition  of  scholarships  has,  in  just  one  year,  brought  us  up  to  another  level  of  competition." 

Another  significant  factor  in  this  year's  season  was  Davidson's  entrance  into  the  Big  South  Confer- 
ence. The  women  fought  their  way  right  to  the  top  of  the  conference  by  playing  strong  teams  such  as 
Coastal  Carolina,  Campbell,  and  Radford. 

As  for  the  future,  the  prospects  appear  bright.  With  enough  interest  the  team  may  expand  to  include 
a  junior  varsity  team.  Although  the  loss  of  senior  co-captain  Mary  Beth  Ruth,  the  team's  number  three 
player,  will  be  significant,  the  development  of  freshmen  Cyndi  Hess,  Jennifer  Beahm,  and  others  will 
produce  strong  teams  for  years  to  come.  Hess  said,  "With  scholarships  to  help  in  recruiting,  the 
program  should  get  stronger  every  year."

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The  1991  Davidson  College  Track  and  Field  Team  was  different  fronn  teams  of  recent  years.  While 
continuing  the  tradition  of  having  a  strong  group  of  distance  and  middle  distance  runners,  this  year's 
squad  welcomed  several  new  sprinters,  jumpers,  and  throwers  to  the  ranks. 

A  star-studded  freshman  class  brought  excellence  in  the  100,  200,  400,  hurdles,  long  jump,  triple 
jump,  and  the  shot  put.  This  balanced  well  with  experience  in  the  longer  distance  events  to  produce 
great  results. 

Many  runners  set  marks  that  ranked  them  in  the  top  ten  performances  at  Davidson  College.  Most 
notable  were  the  performances  of  junior  captain  Ted  Richardson  who  in  the  indoor  season  alone 
recorded  the  second  best  time  in  school  history  in  the  5000  and  the  3000  and  fifth  fastest  in  the  mile. 
Freshman  sprinter  Duncan  Spears  nailed  down  a  school  record  In  the  Indoor  500  in  his  first  race  as  a 
Wildcat. 

Hopefully,  this  trend  towards  excellence  will  continue  for  years  to  come.  The  men  will  lose  only  one 
senior,  10,000  meter  runner  John  Moss,  and  will  welcome  back  cross  country  captain  Chris  Otrok  who 
was  abroad  this  spring.  Great  things  are  expected  in  track  in  field  for  years  to  come. 

Coach  Gary  Andrew,  who  looks  for  even  better  performances  next  year,  conceded,  "This  may  be 
the  best  team  I've  coached  since  I've  been  at  Davidson."

Along  with  the 
seniors,  freshmen  Amy  Bertram,  Jean  DeMoss,  and  Lisa  Sitek  ran  exceptional  times  in  the  3000.  Top 
recruit  Karen  Marshall  made  her  mark  in  the  800  and  1500  runs  and  was  deemed  one  of  Davidson's 
all-time  best  freshman  runners.  The  solo  freshman  sprinter  Jennifer  Humphrey  trained  beyond  the 
limits  of  the  season  to  become  a  team  asset  during  her  first  season. 

The  experience  and  dedication  of  the  women  lead  them  to  battle  such  teams  as  UNC-W,  Wake 
Forest,  Clemson,  and  Duke.  Coaches  Gary  Andrew  and  Beth  Manson  trained  their  athletes  to  compete 
with  some  of  the  best  in  the  Carolinas.  Though  these  teams  were  challenging,  the  women's  training, 
team  unity,  and  desire  to  succeed  helped  them  rewrite  the  record  books  and  make  a  name  for 
Davidson  in  the  world  of  track  and  field.

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"WHAT?!  No  yearbook  this  year?  Who's  been  getting  it  done?  We  need  a 
yearbook  . . .  well,  I  guess  we'll  just  have  to  do  something  about  it."  This  was  it  — 
the  decision  point.  Could  anyone  find  the  time  for  such  a  big  project?  It  obviously 
must  take  a  lot  of  people  to  pull  something  like  this  off.  A  group  of  Senior  girls  got 
together  to  get  the  ball  rolling.  At  the  "emergency  meeting"  fifty  students  showed 
up.  There  seemed  to  be  hope  after  all.  After  sign-ups  and  interviews  the  editors  and 
staff  were  ready  to  start.

and  in  a  matter  of  two  days  we  will  finish  the  book.  There  were  a  lot  of  people  to 
organize,  but  each  and  every  one  of  them  were  willing  to  make  the  committment. 
The  yearbook  office  became  our  home  for  two  months. 

We  realize  that  the  book  may  not  live  up  to  award-winning  standards,  but  we  have 
had  a  lot  of  fun  learning.  Any  missing  pictures  or  other  materials  is  due  to  any 
number  of  reasons:  procrastination  of  those  getting  us  the  information,  film  getting 
ruined  while  developing,  ...  the  dog  ate  it?  Believe  me,  Murphy's  Law  reigned.  If  it 
could  go  wrong,  it  would.  Yet,  despite  our  blunders,  bloodshot  eyes,  and  broken 
backs,  we  have  gotten  this  yearbook  to  you.  I  hope  students  in  the  years  to  come 
will  have  as  much  fun  and  feel  as  much  satisfaction  as  we  have  this  year. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  those  of  you  who  supported  our  cause  and  in  19i 
helveticabelievedendin  us.  To  all  the  photographers  searching  the  campus  for  that 
missing  shot,  to  all  the  faculty  who  eased  up  on  us  near  deadlines,  to  all  the  groups 
that  had  to  get  their  pictures  taken  two  or  three  times  because  we  kept  losing  the 
picture,  to  all  the  people  we  got  out  of  bed  to  bring  us  a  picture  or  write  a  story  on 
the  spur  of  the  moment,  to  everyone  who  just  cared  enough  to  say,  "keep  up  the 
good  work,"  and  especially  to  my  staff  that  performed  above  and  beyond  the 
expected  . . .  THANK  YOU.
